Lchrer: since that report was filed, Palestinian 
doctors put th e nu mber of w ounded at more than

nightfall. In Jerusalem today, a Palestinian bus 
driver was convicted of murdering eight Israelis 
last February. He drove his bus into a crowd near 
Tel Aviv. It was the single deadliest incident 
since the current violence began last September. 

Back in this country today, more aggressive 
treatment of high cholesterol was proposed 
today by a federal medical panel. It hod been 
convened by the National Institutes of Health. 
The group of experts said the change could triple 
the number of people who take cholesterol- " 
lowering drugs aiuJ dramatically rcdtKx deaths 
from heart disease. But they said doctors need to 
make it a higher priority.

Meanwhile, Attorney General John AsbcroO 
says other hijackers could stiU be ai large.

Rudy 
Citiliani and other officials said, they're 
pleading with the public WM to come down here 
because they have been coming dowTi in droves 
to take pictures, sec the site.
